A Summary Statement of I^onpTronblos— 


Are You Suffering From Any of Thorn? 
A summary statement of lung dis- 


eases may bo of interest to many ol 
ous majors. 


Pleurisy is an inflammation of the 


membrane which covers tho lungs, as 
the skin covers the body. A peculiar 
fluid is exuded into the cavity between 
the chest and lungs, and crowding on 
the 'latter, renders breathing diflicult 
«nd painful. 
Sometimes tho fluid is 


pus. 


Pneumonia is inflammation of the 


air colls and the minute branches ol 
tho bronchial tubes—the portion with- 
out a mucous membrane. It may be 
(iicute or chronic. It most generally 
affects only one lobe, but it may extend 
successively to the other lobes, and 
even to tho other lung. Sometimes it 
1s conlined to a part of a single lob», 
fl.nd is then called circumscribed pneu- 
monia. Sometimes there is a severe 
pain in the chest, which is apt to bo 
•mistaken either for pneumonia or for 
pleurisy, but which is a neuralgia oi 
tho nerves of the intercostal muscles 
between the ribs. 


Bronchitis is an inflammation of the 


mucons membfano which lines all the 
bronchial tubes, except at their finest 
extremities. It may be acuto, sub- 
acute, or chronic, ft may affect differ- 
ent portions of the tubes; it is quite 
dangerous, especially in children, if it 
extends to the smaller tubes. There is 
a form of bronchitis which is known aa 
influenza. It is epidemic in character, 
and sometimes sweeps with immense 
rapidity over many countries. 


Emphysema. 
In this ailment the 


air-colls are permanently dilated, and 
frequently break into each other. Ex- 
cept when it is slight, the air stagnates 
m tho cells and is not sufficiently re- 
newed. The dilated cells also obstruct 
the circulation of tho blood. It is nol 
in itself a fatal disease. 


Asthma. This is a nervous disease. 


It is characterized by spasms of the 
muscular fibres of the bronchial tubes. 
The susceptibility to this spasmodic 
action is generally inherited. Tlie ex- 
citing causes are various, and differ in 
different individuals. 


Whooping Cough is a peculiar form 


of contagious bronchitis, connected 
with spasms of the glottis, or vocal 
cords. 
The whoop is caused by the in- 


rnsh of air after the protracted suspen- 
sion of the breath. 


Pulmonary Hemorrhage, or Heemo- 


ptysis. In this pure blood is ejected 
from the mouth. Generally it escapes 
from capillaries—in the bronchial mu- 
cous membrane—so small as to be in- 
visible to the naked eye, and there is 
no immediate danger. 


Tubercular consumption is not pri- 


marily a disease of the lungs, _but ol 
the system as a whole. — Youth's Com- 
panion.

Over the jacket corsage 
was attached the old-fashioned tippet 
of fox fur, ending in tails of the animal, 
On the first tail of each side was fast- 
ened a very urn all muff of the same fur, 
With a cunning fox's head upon it.

propriation bill, may postpone final ac- 
tion on the licagan bill until later in the 
week, in which case Mr. Towiusheml, of 
Illluolb, threatens to thrust tbe bill aside 
to consider the Mexican pension bill. At 
the close of tho Mexican war, many of 
those who served in that war, on their 
return, emigrated to the new States, 
where their Influence in politics Is, now 
considerable, and they must bo heard 
whether tho bill Is passed or not. An 
effort will bo made lo get the bill to a 
conference committee at an early duy. 


Tbe pension appropriation, bill, which

* So far this session not an hour has been 
given to the consideration ol private bills, 
although there are thousands of just 
claims on the private calendar and pend- 
ing In committee, with but the slightest 
chance of action upon them by this Con- 
gress, at the close of which all the labor 
and time expended upon them tails to 
the ground. Thla treatment oil private 
creditors of the Government led a west- 
ern memb«r to remark recently that lie 
would rather troat a Comanche Indian 
than the United States, 


Mr. McJOUan, ot Tenn^ who Is C3ia!^

Senate, when It meets to-day, has before 
It, as unfinished business, the prospect of 
a dreary aud Interminable debate on tbe 
Inter-Stale commerce bill, not the one In- 
troduced in the House and tangled up by 
Mr. O'Hara's equal rights amendment, 
but an original bill presented by Mr. 
Cullom, of Illinois, and which Mr. Slater, 
of Oregon, has antagonized by presenting 
the Reagan House bill as a substitute, 
and both of which Mr. George, of Mis- 
sissippi, has alternately "damned with 
faini praise" or condemned with vigorous 
censure. 
It has also before it as specla^orders, a 


number of bills forfeiting the unused, un- 
earned land grants awarded to various 
railroads, on which there will probably be 
more talk and no action. 
For a safety valve, it has three import- 


ant treaties and a long list of executive 
nominations still unacted on, upon 
which, at any time when the discussion 
ot public business has approached a point 
where a conclusion might bo inadvertent- 
ly reached, any Senator can call an exe- 
cutive session and so shut oft public busi- 
ness for the day. 


When Congress reassembles, the navy 


will have been running for five days 
without any appropriation. 
The com- 


plications on this question ara> rather in- 
creasing. The Senate adjourned ou a 
navy bill, making appropriations from 
January 1st to June 30, 1886, at the rate 
of fifty per cent, of the appropriations 
recommended by the House for the whole 
llscal year. 
Mr. Kandall, Chairman of the House 


Committee on Appropriations, has now 
elicited from Secretary Chaudler a long 
letter in which that officer summarizes 
the points In dispute between the two 
Houses thusly: 


Whether the appreciation bill for the bal- 
anoo ot the fiscal year shall bo 
framed 
after a consideration lu detail of tho esti- 
mates which tho law requires to bs submit- 
ted to Congress, (or tlie special needs of tho 
service for the year, and whether tho specific 
amount to be applicable to each object of ap- 
propriation shall bo distinctly mimed In tho 
bill or, on tho other sldo, whether without 
such consideration there shall be appro- 
priated lu gonoral terras fifty per cent o£ tho 
amounts granted In inat year's bill for tlio 
various objects specifically named lu thai 
bill.

elaborate analysis of the needs of the ser- 
vice.

In regard to the live questions be- 


fore the country—tax 
reduction, 


civil-service reform, the regulation 
of'the coiaage and currency, interns 
tionttl treaties, the education of the 
negroes, the civilization of the In- 
dians, and other matters of high na- 
tional importance—it is plainly nec- 
essary that the Republican party 
should agree upon and be prepared 
to support in Congress, and to defend 
before the people, a clearly-defined 
purpose and policy.

Spalding resided quite a number of miles 
from auy town. The child was born 
dead, and from the desire to conceal the 
shaine of his daughter and being ig- 
norant of the law, he and his

if he would plead guilty. Ho did so and 
received tho sentence of seven years. 
Ho actc'd manfully throughout the affair, 
incurring upon cue hand the condemna- 
tion of the law for attempting to conceal 
thu disgrace of his daughter, and then 
upon tho other, assuming the whole re- 
sponsibility of it to shield his wlfo by the 
voluutary pica of guilty, and submitted 
without a murmur to the oppressive sen- 
touce. Tbo prosecution was charactor- 
Ucil by bitterness upon tho part of his 
personal enemies. The people havi> arisen 
lu mass and ask me to pardon him, but 
uo request to pardon tho daughter. 
I can not do this without pardoning the 
daughter at the same time. The law was 
violated, and some punishment should be 
meted out to thorn. She received the low- 
est scutence provided by law. I think it 
wiser to commute bis sentence to that ol 
hers, and let both go out at once.
